Mysore, Canaria and Malabar" which n*as under taken 
iu lSOU-01. Thl* was a daily Journal, which was 
published b London i« ISO? in the form in which it 
was written, although in the [ireface Buchanan explain* 
ed that, lie had intended. to abridge it, and alter its 
arrangement before pub beat ion, but could not do so, as 
the prliiUug had. commenced before his arrival in England 
on leave in Llit? previous year. Staking "aruiitg by this 
experience and by the criticisms of the form m which 
the work appeared, Uis inn-hods were altered when h* 
undertook the Survey of Bengal. lib study of each 
district wbi li he then surveyed was arranged so as to 
occupy u whole year. After an extendedcold-weather 
tour, during w hidi he and his assistants, collected a very 
laree amount of information additional to that actually 
record c*d in his daily journal, he established his head- 
quarters at some town in or near the district concerned, 
and spent the following hot-weather and rainy seasons 
in completing his enquiries and iti writing his ilnptdfe. 
Jfocli of these Reports is therefore a self-contained and 
Carefully i'midied work which was clearly intended for 
publication. Not only w as Li drawn up in strict accord¬ 
ance with the detailed instructions issued to lb ilia mm 
by thu tl overnment at Calcutta in September 1 * 07 , ns 
recorded hi pages viii to x of Urn "in food notion to 
M Eastern India", but in its arrangmm-it i! followed the 
aetunl order of fin-su instructions. The .fo.u’nals, on 
tho other htind. wL-re evidently not intended for pnIdi* 
cation, and unfortunately \vere net. maintained during 
the period ‘-pent at lic«l'|«anw, Much of the infor¬ 
mation recorded in them line been, included iu the 
Reports, mid Jus often been trainsforred w ithout any 
sub.-taut nil modification, but. in nil cases it has been 
rearranged under the appropriate- sections. 

Of the Reports nod their various Appendices, with 
the sole exception of the Journals, tiro copies are 
known to lie in existence, one of which is in the 
India <Miv Library, as already mentioned, aud the 
other in thu library of the Royal Asiatic Society. The 
original innnuiicripb cannot be traced and appear* to 
havti been destroyed, as neither of the sets is in

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It seems not un reasonable to WjtJKW’, tberef’i'c, 
that tlm set of Urn Reports reached the Iioyal Asiatic 
Society after passing out of Priusep's possessmn; and 
further that no copy -f the Journals, as veil as of the 
f!t2ivvin i 's lital mans, before ih$ OTi^in^.a 

forwarded to Urn Court ■ f directors, since no such copy 
U included in the** wl nines. This fact was probably 
not realised in lS7l, when permiesipn was given to 
Sir W. M . Hunter to bring the India Office coIIwjUou 
of tins manuscripts temporarily hacV to India, as Uie 
original Journals, of which no copy hud been retained, 
were thus exposed twice again to the risk nf told Lo^ 
at sea, 

These Journal* of Buchanan’s tours in the District* 
of South liihar seem to have attmeted very little atten¬ 
tion hitherto, probably owing to their close resemblance 
to portions of the corresponding Reports, uml to the 
center importance of the latter. The following extinct 
from Mr, 11- Beveridge's article on " The Buchanan 
Records ” in the Calcutta Review for July 1391 ^ <he 
only published reference to them which I have been 
able to trace :—

Tti is statement is not strictly correct, as will l < 
LmHcaied later, and even if h v.i-re, it appear- that 
the publication of the Journals, especially the I at hm- 
Gayn Journal, can serve a useful purpose at t he preinit 
time, because much of the material included bosh m i no 
Journals and in I ho Report* ha* never yet been pub¬ 
lished. Montgomery Martin’* pn (AMs us editor or 
lJ Erstoro India ”, the three-volume abriilgmciir «>l the 
Reports published hi t§g have bwn justly condemned 
by everyone who 1ms eviminedi lie original manuscripts. 

In deciding what portions of the Reports should be 
omitted W followed no consent plan, but merely, , 
u? Sir Mb W, Hunter observed* left ous 14 the p.-rU 
which lu* did not understand or which did not interest 
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him ,f - Mattm of lopozrnpliicn! imd antiquarian 
interest arc I he principttJ feature of Uio Journal*, and in 
l hey? res) ct'ts the import-, and part ieulorly f Lc J^f j ort 
on the district ft of Patna and Gaya, have greatly 
suffered at his haml *.

During his lour of the districts of Patna anti Gaya, 
Buchanan naturally came lun'c&t)intifmities considerably 
more extensive and important than those contained in 
the districts which Ho had prwvUroaly surveyed, and his 
description, of them may he regarded ns the spec in I 
Vfittuis* of the Fafcua Report. Unfortunately, though 
fifth in natural sentence, it was the first on which 
Marian began hi- work of abridgment, ft ml he carried 
it nut with special severity, as tuny he judgv.d Iff the 
fact that approximately 107 out of the 370 pages lit tba 
M. 8. Keport, which form tile chnpi i mi luj^qihy 
find uni iqintus, half In'On Ourittcd. flDln flu* iDrrcspOhtl- 
iog Chapter 111 ol Eastern India* Volume L This repre¬ 
sents akuil sixty of the pages as printed in that volume, 
and the omissions include the whole of i he account of 
Manor, ns, well us important portions of the descriptions 
of Patna, Gaya, Eodh Gaya, Bajgir and ibmigoou. 
iVirli the exception of Prttnn itself, Buchanans ohser* 
vat if ms a* each of these places are adequately recorded 
in the Journal. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Beveridge's unfavourable 
opinion, which vv:i> probably' based on a somewhat 
cursory examination of the manuscripts, there are several 
respects iu which the Journals arc an extremely useful 
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supplement to the Hcports, even in places where the 
latter have not been al.ri.Lr-'1. They principally differ 
from the Reports in giving a detailed description of the 
route which Buchanan actually followed, without which 
it is at the present day very difficult to identify some 
of the places described Id the Reports, particularly 
the various lulls and the mines, quarries* caves or 
springs assocanted with them. Many examples of this 
which hnvo come within my own observation could 
he quoted, hut the foUpvruur will suffice In tlm 
Bhagalpnr Report fEast. lnd,, Vol.II, pji. Ib-fc-So) 
Buchanan describes "a calcareous matter in mass, wilted 
Asurhnr, or Giant's lioues”, which was used for making 
lime, and say a that " the greatest quantity is found at 
place, in the centre of the (Kharagpur) hills, coital 
Asurui, or the female Ginof The manufacture or 
lime from this source has long been discontinued, and 
as the existence of the place appears to he unknown to 
the Koras and JTaiyas who now live in the vicinity, it 
would lie almost impossible to ilnd it without reference 
to the Journal- This gives not only the route taken on 
March 22ml, 1S11. from Bhnvarl along the rally or the 
Anj-m (Azaii), l.ut also m rough sketch showing the 
position of the quarry itself at ihe head of a side vuHcy 
near Knroliara, i.y means of which Ihc remain* of the 
. kilii^, etc., can ho fouud without the least difficulty, 
although they arc concealed by thick jungte. Similarly, 
in tlmlhuaa Ke^ut (\Lb l k pp. 25id><>) the interest¬ 
ing doderip'km of the cave " at a place called Hangriyo 
in the southern padgu of the Ihqinr Hills from which 
silajjt wa£ procured, wuh not suftlclont to enable tnc to 
identify this cave without reference to the Journal for 
jaauarvl ith, 1S12. This showed that the cave was 
not the" Rajpiud Caro in the Jethian valley, as I luid 
bean inclined to suppose, but one in the southern face 
of the Hanria Hill, the existence of which is kept as 
secret ns possible owing to the value of the «ttyi/ si ill 
obtained from it ; and an evamination of tins cave has 
served to dear up several difficulties connected mm 
Ilmen TsaogV route between liodh Oaya mid Hajgir, 


and has shown that (hr; Hnnria Hill itself was Ilmen 
Twang's Buddliavana Mountain. 

Another featnre of the Journals is that they ire* 
quently contain minor details which Buchanan d ill not 
consider of sufficient importance to inclu&O in tins 
Iteporb. but which »r*> of value in unexpected wavs. 
Per instance, in measuring the temperature of a hot 
spring in order to ascertain the nature of its* 
or secular variation, a problem in which I have been 
interested for idle last fourteen years, it is of particular 
importance that the WOnnoincter should he placed , if 
possible, in exactly tha same part of the spring: ns that 
observed on previous occasions. In tbo Bhagalmtr 
Ecporfc (VoL II, page 20 o'| u hen describing the lot 
springs near Bhamrf in tins Kharagpur Hills, Buehuimu 
says r— 

*' Tliu tbermoniMtur on Using placed in a crevico of the rock, 
from whim^o tin? water issui*! ambfnpaaf&il by air 
bubbly |n 15(1-." 

There usually are at these springs four or five 
places which might, answer to l his description, at none 
of which is tin.- temperature mUier identical or constant, 
hut the corrcspoadtng passage in the Journal removes 
all uncertainty, eineo it u:m only refer to one pnrlicuLir 
place : —

Xa other hot sprint: in Bihar, issuing in its natural 
state directly from the earth instead of rising, us it usually 
is made to do, into thy water already contained in 
a tank or ktind, urn be identified with such absolute 
certainty m this. Since 1000 , I hnvo measured its 
tauiporatmo on several occasions, at different seasons of 
the year; and ns the maximum L^mpcmtore noticed, 
after allowing for nil necessary corrections, has never 
tfrOfch-J 1 1 EF, and as tbcrtl U DO *80800 io supposic 
that there Itus hecn in thb case any measurable 
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change of a secular nature even in the last hundred 
years, the inference is that the thermometer wliich 
Buchanan used in his measurements on hot springs 
read at least one decree Fahr- too high* This is con¬ 
firmed by similar though less reliable comparisons 
ebsewhere, such ns at Hhucljnndh, Sitakund near Mon* 
ghyr. atul llajgir ; ami in any case is likely enough, 
.'ince the discovery that all ordinary mereury-in-glass 
thcrmumetcrH,, even if correctly graduated when first 
ninile, read loo high a> the y grow older was not made 
until 18 22, so t frit. Buchanan was not aware that, 
any correction of his own thermometer was necessary* 
It limy be mentioned that otic of the thermometers 
which I have used for making these comparisons 
shows this effect plainly eqoucrli, in spite of I, he 
prCcautiOttfi imw taken by Ihe instrument-makers, as 
it reads On degree Falir. Jiidier Ilian it did when it 
w *s graduated hy l limm, and 01 degree higher than 
when it nas first Compared in October 1012, 

in these Journals if, is inlerestiiijr to notice the 
care with which Buchanan tested Ike truth of any 
statements made to him* whenever opportunities 
occurred later ; as well as. in general, the thoroughness 
with which he had adopted the principled of modern 

tide research. A good example of lits methods is 
shown in the present Journal, in the endeavours which he 
made, though witUiml much fuece^l^o obtain a criterion 
by which Buddhist and Jain images could ho distin¬ 
guished from one another. The hot springs of Bihar, 
which he was the first to describe, have been examined, 
by several later observers, such as Kiltoe, Shcrvrill 
and Waddell , but their own accounts are in no ease so 
detailed or precise, and in fact possess very little 
scientific value. 

Buchanan had practically no works of reference to 
assist hiiO ill identifying Ihe antiquities of Bihar, such 
as the Travels of the Chinese pilgrims which have 
iv- ve ib-si ?n much to htcr arch Ecologists, and it is no i 
surprising 1 hal at limes he rejected information which 


now appears very significant; for instance, on the- 
gronnds 'that his informant »as *'a stupid fellow, and. 
no other person has heard of Mich a tradition ", he did 
not think it worth while to refer in his Report to the 
names “ilajigsa Sugar " and u filogs»pur " mentioned 
to him in conned ion with Giriak. Fifty years later, 
the remains which still exist on the hill a hove Giriak 
were concl naively identified by Cunningham with the 
Goose Stupa and Monastery described by Ilmen I'aftag; 
Similarly, the jungle-covered valley of Old llajagriha. 
seemed to him obviously ao unfitted for Lh' 1 site of a city, 
being ** surrounded on every side hy arid rocks, which 
would Tender the heat intolerable'* and the situation 
'*to the last decree insalubrious ", that lie did not 
trouble to investigate for himself the truth of the local 
belief that it was the site of the old City of Jsira-aadhn. 
Thfjv can be little doubt that Old Bajngrtfm was 
actually proved to Ih? an unpleasant dwelling place, 
partly owing to the reasons mentioned by Buchanan and 
perhaps still more to kick of water at the hottest season 
of the year ; and that its abandonment and the establish¬ 
ment of New Hnjagriha outside the bills were due to the 
comparative advantages of the latter site, rather than to 
the legendary reason as related by flint; a Tsaug. But 
that Old Hajagrlha was at One time Inhabited by a largo 
population is a fact which caooot but b* evident to 
anyone who examines the site even nowand the 
Journal shows that the reasons why Bmdiauau never 
noticed even so much as U« massive wall* were, first, 
that lie did not ascend either Hailtlmrgin or Vipu login 
■ sufficiently far to get ;i proper view of the valley within 
the lulls, and second, that when he did eater the valley 
in order to‘examine the Sonbhaiutar C ave, his path went 
past a part of the old city where its wall 1ms been almost 
completely cut away by the western branch of the 
£anu.wati stream, 

The Journals of South Bihar chew that daring Ms 
tour in each district Buchanan kept tip the practice 
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adopted daring the Sfysoro survey, which, wa? f iu the 
words el’ Sir 1). Pram :

>f neb of the material recorded in the .Tonmnl of 
Mysore* especially the observations on agriculture and 
litany, finda no &jrw£ponding place in these Journals, 
but has been incorporated direct into the Reports; 
There is nne feature, however, which shows a marked 
developincut hi this laier writ's of Journals, This is tlitr 
care with which the distance is estimated between caeli 
successive village, river or other notable feature of the 
country passed over during each day’s maroli. Buchanan 
had discovered that 1 tie existing maps of the districts 
included in the Bengal Survey were ail more or less 
unreliable, and the details of distance which he sets 
down in his JdiinmU were evidently intended for use iu 
preparing the revised man of each district which he him¬ 
self drew. This task, which he set himself fur it formed 
no pjiri of his instructions, must have involved much 
labour, especially as no ‘mined surveyor was attached to 
his party ; and practically tho whole of the work which 
ho carried out in this maimer—* both ns an independent 
geographer and as the direct successor of Beimel -has 
escaped notice hitherto, owing to the fact that, his 
manuscript maps, still preserved in the Map Department 
of the India Otlice Library, have never Ijccti published 
except in a very incomplete and unsatisfactory form. 
For this reason, a detailed uccohut of (hose which relate 
to South Bib»r may appropriately be set. down here, 

All internal evidence points to the conclusion that 
Buchanan had no maps of liiiuir lo consult during his 
Survey other than those contained in the second edition 


nj Kennel l’s Bengal Atlas, published in 17S1. The first 
edition of this AthiSj which was published in 177U-SO, 
contained only Mates I to XII, but there are references 
in the Bhngalpur Journal (January 2nd, 1811) to 
He mull's plans of Hir Kasim’* fortifications at I'dhua 
Nullah near Kajmahal, and in the Patna Beport to Ida 
plan of Patna City, which are included only in the later 
anil more complete edition, ns Plates XXI and XV 
respectively. 

There i* no indication that Buchanan knew any* 
thin" about the scries of larger maps {on the scale of 
five British miles to the inch) drawn by Itcnnell in 
177-3 and published quite recently by Major F. C. Hirst, 
Director of Surveys, Bengal, from the originals in Die 
India Offin collection. As Hirst points out in his 
accompanying Memoir,* these map* must linve 1>een 
lined by licrmHl in [itrasnitg the Atlas, but they 
differ considerably from the latter in certain important 
detail* which Buchnwm would undoubtedly have noticed, 
if he had had access to them. 

So far at least as the Districts of Honghyr, Blmgal* 
pur and the Bantu! r&rgunas are concerned, the existence 
uf any maps later than those in the Bengal Atlas is 
conclusively disproved in the first paragraph of Hie 
following passage, which Martin omitted from page 2 of 
the Bhagalpur Beport as published in Bat tern India, 
VnlumoU:— 

“ The turbulent state of the mtiaLitflnt*, and thq difficulty of 
access into 1 country, when Major Kemiell made Iris 
nmrey, opposed olbUdi’i which have rendered bin map 
of this district lc® valuable than most part of bis 
excellent work, nud l have to regret that & copy of 
u inotv recent surrey, which l.-vd |>eea deposited in th«

In addition to the passage Just quoted, there is 
ample evidence throughout the douraals and Reports 
that Eudummi was by no means satisfied with the accu¬ 
racy of limned* maps.

The small variations in scale can likewise be 
explained by unequal shrinkage of these tracings, and 
the original maps were evidently supcmnposalde on 
EenneO’s own. ft is hardly likdy that all of these 
mail's were drawn in or about 1S11-, as stated, for 
Biiehanani was busy on the survey of Gorakhpur during 
that vear, and left India early in February 1815. It 
h mudi more probable that, each map was drawn at his 
head 1 1 uartars immediately after finishing the tour of the 
district concerned, and that it. was used for the general 
geographical description contained in the Depart, such 
rii the courses of the various rivers, etc-, much of which 
has been omitted in Martin's abridgment, II so, the 
JJhagulpur map must have been drawn at Monghyr in 
1511 , til.

Buchanan’s opinion of flic ordinary roads in Bihar 
was by meam high, as numerous entries in his 
Journals indicate ; and bis maps show none of those 
between various places which are given by Rctmetl, but 
ill nil other respects the details which they contain are 
fuller a-, well as more accurate. The only names written 
on the maps them selves are those of the rivers and theur 
tributaries, every om* of which is thus distinguished.

The ruinous walls iu nnmy 
parts have raised little eminence* on which the villages 
stand, new day bciu~ chosen for rebuilding the walla. 
Many gourds, etc., partly on the roofs,partly on arbeuta. 
A few Ricinuaes occasionally ns a snrde ix-r the yard, 
road narrow, mu:;b neglected. 

At Mekrn the invalids complain mu h. They sey 
that after having been at the expense of clearing the 
liitn, of which each hod five or six highae, the whole lias 
been taken from lhem and Tol given in its stead. 'I he 
Tal produces about 2 mans and lets at II arums, Metro, 
that is, the invalids' station Ufl targe viUagewithawido 
street. A bungalow has as ti^nnl been built at it by 
Colonel J lute bin son, Tt consists of one wry large 
room, rather ruinous, A fine camping ground in front 
for a small detachment, At the other two stages in 
this district where I have been, there waa no place 
fit for a dozen tents. 

23/A October.— 1 went stoat four ceres to Ear' 
through a similar country. Tho rood in most part very 
narrow, about eight foot [wide] and not much, beaten. 
Many pilgrims, very few other passengers*

Ear is a very large place. the Kufci says that it contain a 
6,{)(H) houses (Varis), The streets very twrrew, Thu 
brick houses of the worst.

It is sur¬ 
rounded by a square wall of brick with a kind of t urret 
at the corner, ft. is not of any considerable size. Aljout 
two miles farther came to Futwn,’ for this country 
a large town.

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y^art* ago, Prct Slla is the most considerable peak 
of a cluster of rocks either granitic or approaching to 
gTiitiii'e in their nature, hut having alto a nature 
King to homstoiic like the neighbouring rock 
of Ramsik* The lower peaks are the most rugged, 
and fire of the more clearly deliiicrf granite, while 
Brethsil is not so much broken nud its stone is 
smaller'grained and more flinty in its fracture. 1 At 
the bottom of the lull if a small tank and some buildings 
for the accommodation of pilgrims, constructed by the 
same Mod on Dntio. A small spring, very dirty and swarm¬ 
ing with frogs, runs from the bottom of the hill into the 
bin L T1 in ascent of the hi 11 is I>y a stair constructed 1 »y 1 he 
same Modou 1 lotto, ns rude as that of Kanin 1 and much 
steeper, but not so long. Most of the atones are rudo 
fragments taken from the hill, hut many are squared 
perfect. granite brought, I suppose, from Hum bur, us the 
stone is of the same nature. The people say that tin's 0 
squared stones are those of a former stair which had 
become ruinous and was too narrow; hut had been 
entirely constructed of such stones. Mndnn Potto has 
carved his name on several steps of the stair in tl liferent 
places. Several small images [are lying by the side of 
the stair in different places. Ope only is I believe an 
object of worship. It is called Brahma pod orUic feet of 
Brahma, and represents the impression of two ha. t cut nu 
a square stone. Near it are some broken images, one of 
which seems to me to represent. nBoudli sit ting and sup¬ 
ported on n globe held by [a] figure kneeling below. A 
Brahman called it■ Lakshmi although it is male, but 1 
Efiou found that these images were viewed wit h no inter¬ 
est, and were called by each person by whatever name 
first occurred to the person's memory. The buildings on 
the hill, partly by llodon Dotto partly by Abila Baj, one 
very petty and quite modern. Tradition relates that 
there was nn old tempto on the place, and I observed one 
pillar built into the stair; but there are no traces tu show 
that this old temple bns ever eeu of considerable siae. 
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The ordinal object seem^ to have been s projecting 
rock l'hIM ITt Ii'il, at the dcvil'y stone, and part of 
tin* eerem ernes i~ still performed before t ills emblem of 
terror. A priest; attends ill roots in a very careless 
manner ami with no nlTectatiott of devotion the manner 
in tv hie!! the offering are to hi* made, and concludes by 
asking a Paisa from cncfi votary, who 1ms previously 
paid ’fully us much as he ■mild afford. The Paisa was 
probably the whole originally demanded, and the cere¬ 
mony of asking for it is continued after such an offering 
would t>e received with contempt. In fuel, the words 
were mi-re matter* of course, as no Piiisttli was given. 
Another In! dirty ill-dif^ed priest leaned very care¬ 
lessly againsL the roci, and the votaries after Imving 
made their offering according to their rank either 

ed down and touched his body or threw thnineeUej* 
before him and kissed his feet. 

Near the rook and covered with dirt, was lying n 
small image carved on stone, which represented Gauri 
sitting tm the knee of Sunknr in the usual maimer, but, 
was called PfcLli Uhnwani. The utli-, r object of worship 
in the temple is a mark on ft rock supposed to have been 
made by lira Limn. It i> an octagonal spnee about 
two feet in diameter, very uneven in the surface and 
Surrounded by n notch. The angles are so sharp that it; 
appears to me very modern. The inequalities of the 
surface arc attributed to thu feet of the deity who lias, it 
is said, left on the stone three marks of an hi. The place 
was eoyvred with dirt, but although washed I could not 
from the distance or S or 10 feet sec any such marks 
with lht> Assistance of a glass, but being short-sighted 
Mime yellow- marks may exist. 

The number of votaries w very great. At the 
Devil 1 ? Stone, during 8 or 10 minutes I looked on, one 
succeeded another ns fast ns the priest could repent 
the forms, which did not take half & minute. Ho said 
merely - Pour water f here—Tlirow your pof s there— Give 
me a Paisa—or conic sn> h words. The whole worship 
is totally destitute a! cploiidnur, neither priest nor 


toiariei being either tU-au or well dressed, nor is tjtcra 
tuny order or imposing proeesskn; all is done in a 
hurry with much noise su:d tumult. The priests are 

S uite ignorant, »or do they affect any extraordinary 
CTDiioi). They live :t1 (mj'ii nud report daily to the 
temple, where they lo through the ceremony with ns 
muoh iudUTerence as a huckster retailing petty wares. 
1,111 are to the lust: degree clamorous for money, 'the 
wise with the votaries is very different. They s-’cm 
strongly impressed with devotion and thernmeinbraiic'e 
of their deceased parents, tu w hom they were perform¬ 
ing their duties 11 any of them were old aud. infirm, 
and required the assistance of friends or servants^ to 
eamhlf! them to ascend and dtCKT-iul the fctuiw* which 
they did on their bare feet. Some of them from distant 
part* bestowed blessings on me for the protection 
mid safety with which uncU t the British tl overrun cm i 
ihi-v enjoyed tit air religion, white two of them made 
hitler complaints of the rapacity of the priests. One 
from Malwn allied that he hud been stript ui every 
tiling that fhuj had; niiOthtrthat LhrdtiiimuU were 
yo exorbitant that he could not aib-ixl to perform th^ 
C i n mony. Tor such evils t had no remedy lo

In some pirn** the- black grains 
ai i e pretty equally diffused* in others they are conglome¬ 
rated into irregular spots, its fracture is somewhat 
conilioidal, Wit is vastly more difficult to break than 
granite. It has no appearance nf stratification. About 
miles farther 1 came to the Vomrnia, 3 a small river 
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in n deep channel of day, l.ut it contain* a fine little 
stream and affords several fine canals for irrigation. 
One of the best bridges that 1 Itn ve yet seen in the 
course of this survey b on this river. It consists of 
three small arches of brick |n the gothic form, but is wide 
and the road good, wtlh very neat parapets and n stair at 
each end to facilitate the descent to the river ; just 
tieyond it is n neat, smalt temple of Siva, Both built 
by Jhiiu Mim-jit. Prom the Jmmmn to a small hill 
named Bhermsaln 1 is not quite miles. This hill lias 
at its north end a small hummock, both me of a smooth 
surface, and 1 saw no rock within reach to give me an 
idea of their structure. N ear Dhermsnla 1 found people 
employed in making lime from Gang got. 

From Dhomivda to Poclmnunpur 1 , a mar Vet place 
is milier mow l Uati 3| miles. lVhminnpnr is a little u eat 
from the MorhaP, a river which has a sandy clinniiel 
jafhap^ ;V of a mile wide. The stream is very i-mall lilt 
exceedingly clear, und contains many smell fishes, so that 
it prolvildy is perennial. Peweral fine cnunls taken from 
it. Sit far the road is good, with n inny bridges and in 
many places on avenue of trees- All made by Raja 
Mitirjit. leather more than tiro mites from I'odianaujmr 
at a village named Pali, 4 i observed three heap. 1 ! of 
brink, and all are so id to have been temples of Siva, which 
would appear in some measure to have been the case. 
The heaps are also attributed to the Kob Once tin lords 
of the country. The largest is by the side of n tank, by 
the side of which is lying a loretr Lings, 'lb* l ap til 
bricks suid stones is very considerable. On it^ .-'jii n it 
haslmen erected a ‘.mall temple of granite, r L w the 
stones of which are still in their places. Wifhiu tin o 
is stand ing up the cud of a stone of horn blende, ] iol ab- 
ly a lintel. On one end of this Is carved r- iLiddh 
On the heap next to this is placed n square block of 
hor nblende, the top of which i* cawed into a l.iiura ; but 

i l> Chl/wnpifl-. 
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this obscene object of worship ia evidently placed upoir 
the heap after it bad become a ruin. Near it [» lying 
a long stone of hornblende much, canned. It contain? 
four figures sitting, with many others in a posture of 
ado ration. '1 he four figures arc in the usual posture of 
liuddbs, and resemble them in every repeat except in 
having tour arms. The third has no images, but it is 
said that it contained a Lingo which has been removed . 1 

From Pali to Koch 1 is rather more than 4 } mites. 
Prom the Alorhar to Koch the rood has os yet been only 
marked out by two rows of jeung trees,and in the rainy 
season nvutd bo impassable ns the country there is low. 
There are several line wells !(Indt'ras) built by Raja 
Mitrijit, who seems to bean attentive Landlord.* Koch 
is a very large village, mostly tiled os indeed is the case 
with a great many houses on the way. A few are neat, 
being smoothed aud painted, and a very little pains 
might make such houses very pretty, but tn general 
they it re very rough and slovenly. Prom entering the 
town I wont about half a milt? north to an old temple 
of Siva, which is a little beyond the town, ‘the north 
end of the town stands on some large heajrs of bricks 
and stones, usually said to hr the remains of tin- KoL 
Beyond these heaps aud a mud fort recently gone to 
ruin, is a tank, and on the wen -ide of Elds U~a large 
heap of bricks and granite, among which are some 
pillars of a curious structure but nut exceeding tour feet 
in length. 


The whole of these ruins are supposed to Lava 
belonged to the temple of Siva, and the vulgar allege 
that they ore the work of the Kul, hut the priest Bays 
that he knows nothing of the Kol, and that the temple 
was built by Baja llairu ludns, J ut (he priest knows 
nothing of what country he governed, where lie dwelt, 
to what caste be belonged, nor w Imn he lived.

It is wild that when 
Crautomn Muni came here to perform pcnanfe, iteconi- 
pturied by u vast nmuy other Munis, that our of tbe^e 
distinguished poisons died mid whs burit d in the 
temple, which is culled Koteni Bakr.'uir. 1 Ibis is the 
account of tin? M.i taunt, who calls tlfmtoura indiscrimi¬ 
nately n Muni and a jjngnwan. Mr- *i>son s says ttai! 
.Mr. Bcdilam procured from this a small stone image of 
very great beauty, which he saw. Some of (he ,\stik attri¬ 
bute this work to Amnra fiinptal, Jjiil they do the same 
with the palace of Asoka Dhnrmrt, A mam Singbn being 
the only Buddhist- with whom they are acquainted.

large retrace on which are two modern small temples. 
The one to the east is called Bugeswori, and was tree* 
ted l>y one of the Mnlmnts of the convent. The image 
was duff up from the ruins and obtained an orthodox 
iiimc. It had bceu employed before jis an ornament, 
not as an object of worship. The temple of Tara Dovi 
is towards (tie west, and ita history is the same. In tho 
ensi end of this terrace is now making a great excava¬ 
tion tn procure materials for building. The workmen 
have laid open a chamber of brick, a cube of about 20 
feet, without door, window, or stair. South from tbit; 
terrace and separated from it by ft road which is wid 
to have been covered with an areli, and (o have extended 
all the way to the river, Imt which now only remains at 
Its west end, has been 11 vast range of buildings, but 
the greater part of the materials have been removed and 
there now only remain some heaps of broken bricks and 
images, one of which is Very large. 

South from thence has been a tank. West, from 
these two masses of buildings has bceu a court surroun¬ 
ding the two principal objects of worship, that is, a 
Pipitl tree placed on the west side of 1 terrace forming 
the lower part of a (Mmitlir) spire hr pyramid, containing 
the image t>f Mohamnnb The arched nay led from the 
east into this area in front of rhe great Moral ir. On 
the right in entering is a small brick chamber, probably 
modern, and containing no image. On the left are two 
small chambers, hath modem. That nearest the entrance 
contains several large images said to have been taken 
from the ruins and built into the wall. Five of them 
in the usual sitting posture adopted by the Buddhists to 
represent their 3d unis are said by both (lie orthodox 
and heterodox to represent the five sou? of Pandu, who 
are claimed I iy all sects. The other email chain her is 
the tomb (Sonmdli) of the first Mahant of the convent of 
Satiny asis. Ibis person iu the course of his penitent 
wanderings came to the place, then overrun with wood 
mill bushes, ami finding the temple a convenient shelter, 
uok up his . l ode in it, until his extraordinary ^luoiity 
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attracted the notice of sttza^tii pilgrim* and he Inktauw 
it principal object of reiicrstiau among dip powerful 
chiefs fiml wealthy merchants wJio occnsionallij fioqiURilj 
Gya. i njtD these lie i eccived Hir* vuriouN endowments 
which hb ancsMsgors erijoy.

MmiliU 1 tree however nuiy have existed there when the 
temple ^ w entire. jVrtmud the roots hns been raised » 
oanjnfar heap »f brick and plaster hi vrurioils concentric 
Etaaes. mid ou one of these have lutcii placed, in .1 confused 
heap, various* images and curved fragments of stone 
taken from the ruing. Uu the jicdcstnl of one of 1 I 10 
image* repfe'uuitiug what the orthodox call Uurgauri, 
the ine^mger* <>f Am ougTitred their names and (lit* 
date of their arrival. 

The original stairs leading up to the tjirrnce were 
through I in' jxm'b which ha fallen, but the slain* 
are still entire ami for Hindu workmen tolerably easy ; 
but the access to n holy place through » heterodox 
tom pie appeared so improper to the ADirattah who 
repaired the termer that he has can&truuUd u new 
stair on tin? outside. The chamber in the Muudir on the 
ground Kory wry email, and is esoeml by ft iron to 
‘ arch, the plaster work on which 1ms been divided into 
small compartments, eosli containing the Linage of 
n Muni. Tne whole far end of the ulutuihur hu liven 
occupied by 11 throne (Simliftauna) of stone in a very bad 
taste, which has however been much disfigured by n row 
of images taken from the ruins and built upon the front 
of the throne on which the image of Alaiiamutii is seated. 
This image ut*n&te of day, mid is so vastly rude in 
comparison wif.ii nil the other images os to favour very 
much r ite truth of a lament f rad hum of the image 
hay tog Wn gold and having been taken array by the 
Mu I ian 1 madacs. In fact tlic presen t in iago won i d appear 
to have made after the sect Jmd felt persecution 

and wore uo longer able to procure tolerable workmen 
The two ulmniljora nliovc this temple are no longer 
Oiwesaible, but many people aland the place remember 
the porch entire, and have been uf Leu. in them. The 
second story has a throne at its far end, but ay image 



The uppermost Tins' empty. These three chamber* do 
not occupy one-half o£ the spire, even in its present 
reduced state* It perhaps may he lhQ feet, high, but is 
not to be compared with !he great temples in Pegfr 
There is not him; about this work to induce one to believe 
(hat. it has teen, originally constructed of ruins. All 
juirfs not evidently quite mod ora are built with the 
symmetry which shows their materials to Imve been 
nngifuDf intended for the parts they now occupy. The 
outer door of the porch is indeed composed of various 
fragments rudely placed together, hut that is said to 
have been done after the roof fell in and broke down 
the door* 

Some of the images are in the liost style that 1 have 
seen in India, but tit genml they are much on a jiar 
with those at Gy a. Indeed, it is alleged that ti great 
part if not the whole of the images built into the walls 
there, as also all the doors, windows, pillars and instrip* 
linns tliiii accompany them, have been taken from theso 
ruins* It is even alk ged by the Hnjpul convert I hilt 
all the images now worshipped it fl yawere originally in 
tills temple ns ornaments, and have had new names given 
to them by the Brahmans and suited for their present 
belief That by far the greater juri of them belong to 
( he sect of BudJli there can be no doubt, cud it is 
admitted by all that most or much of the materials in 
question have come from Bnddh Gy a, but, I enunot lake 
u ]nm myself to slate whether or not he is accurate in 
comprehending the whole. Ho denies that, Gyu was 
over a place of worship among the Buddhists, and asserts 
that St owns its celebrity to Vyns the son of Panisam, 
who long after the time of G auto inn made an attack on 
Urn Buddbs and introduced the worship of Vishnu. He 
it was who pointed out the various places of worship nt 
Gya, but the Buddhists continued their own worship 
until the doctrine of Siva under Sankara gained a deci¬ 
sive victory. It must however he observed, ns I Tim 
informed by Mr, Jameson, surgeon at Gy a, that in the 
Bubustau Moxluiyeb, a book by many attributed to h’yzi 
1 lie brother of Abut Fazil, which gives an account of

the various seels in religion* it is stated that tlifl Mlcient 
Paris' claim Gyu as a temple of their foundation, where 
Gywji or the planet Saturn wus worshipped. This 
Gyu is by the Buddhists c laimed as a Mutii, and by the 
Orthodox it k alleged thfit lie was an infidel- Certainly 
the worship of the Sun was once very prevail/] it, no 
image is still more prevalent in tln j vicinity, and one 
tcmjik- si ill continues an object of adoration. Between 
the ieuiplc and convent k a rectaagiilftrqauc containing 
tlie tombs of the MafumU. hi its wall is built a large 
standing image with an inscription. 

The followers of Buddh say the Qjnmr was a Muni 
wlio performed religions ceremonies at Kotnlud hill, ten 
coses south in lUmgar, the same place where HaristImnd 
Kaia. King of the world in the Satyoyug,performed 
his worship, Rotasizar was built hy Kowur Rueda> his 
son, But II aids elm nd lived long before Gyasur, who 
flourished at the end of the Lalxi or begiunmg of the 
Dimper. Gyasur k no object of worship among the 
Buddhs, They had no temple near the present Gya , hut 
sav that Gautonm lived tix years under the Akshiya Bol. 
which they call Gautama iiot, and the tank called 
Rukmmikund the Buddhscall Gautamukund. Vishnu 
Pud, Pretli Sila, are not considered by them ns holy. 
The messenger* ol Ava denied altogether Buddh Avatar, 
hut consider themselves as of lhe sect of Brahma, on 
which account they allege Mint all men were Brahmans. 
That the distinction of caste was introduced by \ yas 
the sou of Parasarn, wbu lived long after tlw time of 
Gotamn, who vvas we of the ancient Bmlunnns- ^ yna 
pointed out. to the people the places now oonsiumd. 
Holy. Sinkaraafterwards destroyed the Bouddhs. Ihe 
messenger. Tram A va considered the Buddh Brap ll* 
the centre of ,1 umhudwep, «nd reckon nil distance* uS 
places in the world from thence- The Buddhists of Ava 
pray to the Sun but make offerings, nor do they ever 
bum offerings, and abhor the lire worship, 

1&!A December.—I returned to Gya. _ 
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V2tk Btt&mler , — I went to SingutW passing 
through Sahebgunj. About n quarter of a mi tel crossed 
Mil* Fvilgo ufimc the island,where it. is fully half a mile 
wide, iind Mood it is a Ikirreu sandy space.

It couskta of four distinct hills besides 
the one which Hmt day I left on my right, mid b+'-hiiui 
it nre two ileaks, one pretty high, 1 went first to the 
north end of the second bill, which consists of white 
quart/., rather mealy with « few black specks, 1‘roui 
thence 1 saw nearly north u high hill named Tetuyo, 1 
which is cue cose cast from latnrkati. Near Tettiyu 
is a quarry of Khori and a illay called PiLnmaU. 
South-west from 'IVfiiyn b another considerable loner 
hill calk'd Nora wilt." The apace between tlie second 
hill of tiia ridge mid the highest peak is cultivated, 
a ml may lm UbO yards wide. From the peak proceeds 
a low rugged ridge, about s of a mile in length, which 
consists of quart/ tinged red. Between this and the 
next ridge towards the north, is a rugged space through 
which the Kcwat river flow s, li is a narrow rocky 
cbimnal w ith a lino little stream, by uo means, however, 
c-Lciir or dean. On the western face of this fourth 
part of the ridge b an imperfect Khori* which bus 
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Ijecu dug up to a very trifling extent, to I bat being 
superficial no judgment can be formed of the position. 
The adjacent rucks on Lite left of the Ptmgwur 1 am 
quartz stained red. 1 flic south end of this bilL and 
tile a or Lb end of the one on the opposite lamk of the 
Iieiw river are nailed Ijy the some name, Kurheripuhar,* * 
while their two other ends lire known by different 
names owing to the villages that arc adjacent; The 
hill on vrhierb the KJuiri is found is almost u mile in 
lengthy and from its north end 1 panned shout a emitter of 
a mile to rejoin the road, on the other side of which wore 
two detached rocks and a lung low ridge, nil exceedingly 
rugged. 

Prom thence I proceeded to my tents not finite 
four miles, having on my right the high hill of iloher 
with a row of hills passing east from its north end. 
Where wc halted its some way north from the road, 
fur W lint reason I know not, .is where wo struck oil 
there was a due village with a mtul castle. 

ISfA Dt'C&nher .— -I went to Bijabiga/ which was 
said to he only live coses distant, but 1 am persuaded wo 
travelled at least eight. The road however, in order 
to avoid the rice fields, was exceedingly circuitous. In 
the first place 1 went about § of a mile sout !> to the 
road. I then went rather more than three miles east 
to the north-east corner 1 of the JEoher range of lulls, 
where the rock Is an aggregate of fat and mealy 
quart* with pome black and nid specks*. Prom the ace 
I went to the Duknri/ n small channel filled with dirty 
stagnant water perhaps owing to its being damned up. 
The channel may lie about 20 feet wide, A little 
beyond it is a large village called Kenar/beyond which 
1 found no road. About 1-J miles from the Lhtknri 
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I came to the bank* of the Dftrlinf. 1 at a village named 
p flfiftr pur. The river litre forms the boundary between 
Saiehgtttij awl Nhwodeh, 1 and. is a sandy channel fill 
or 70 yards wide. Trehcbes djcawiL obliquely actefti it 
collect fine little streams that are conveyed by canals to 
water the vicinity. Beyond the Dari tar the people 
We©me more stupid. Most of the people rim away, 
and none could he procured to show us the road. Not 
<1 uite three miles from the Durbar I had to the north, 
at about two miles distance, a large hill named 
Majhuya.’ and to the west of it two small Utils* between 
'which and it the Durbar passes. East from il are some 
low hills in a ridge, which towards the east approaches 
a pretty considerable peak. 

From opposite to Jlnjhuya I went about 3^ miles 
to Sita Mauri, where there is il low ridge of granite, in 
most parts m smooth and low that a cart codul pass with 
ease, but many blocks come to the surface und there arc* 
some low broken peaks. Sita Mauri is a small c hamb er 
dug into a great block of granite. The door is very 
small, and the chamljer may lie 15 feet by 10, nnd 
about 7 feet high in the middle. The polish has been 
attempted, but is inferior to that of the caves at 
Bumbur. In the far end are placed two small images 
supposed to represent Ram and Sita. Doth seem to 
me to Have been taken 1mm Ruddh Gya, as cm* is 
ft Muni and the other n female figure very commnn in 
these ruins. The cam is quite dry, and has probably 
been the residence of some well endowed hermit. A 
mcUi is held two days in the year, the merits of attending 
which are greatly enhanced by there being no water 
near. I had been told that there was an inscription at, 
the place, but I found none. On the same ridge about 
a mile farther east is a small brick Dorgtt of Sheikh 
Mulmmnicd. 

From Sita Mauri Lo my tents beyond the village 
of Bija Btga is about three miles, mostly smith. 
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Hi in Bien is a small town belonging to the tele 
Mr BfldSftia'e Munsbi. When he puroliased it, mostly 
Vnfite. He is said to hive baitL out n good deal on 
canals, plantations, etc., and having brought in much 
land Iihs bad a very good bargain. 

Pith December.— I vrcnttolhijauli , 1 six coses nailed 
four. I lirst went about $ of a mile and came lo a wide 
sandy channel on my left, called Teiiya,' About 3 f ’f 
u m ile farther I crossed it where it seems to be formed 
l,v the junction of the Ttdiyn and HnrharL The former 
is a Jarae sandy channel with n small stream, like the 
iinitwl^rivet* which may be 100 yards wide. The 
Iiuimiva [Tilain] is the western branch, Ihc eastern is 
:1 much smaller' channel, but contains nearly ns much 

water, which in some places is damned up so as to fill 
the channel. I went op its right l*auk for a little way, 
and without crossing it I went abonf 4., miles to 
I he Doaniya* which I eroded immediately above its 
junct ion with the Danarji * It is ,*1 wide sandy channel 
with water in small cuts which form streams. About 
half a mile beyond this l came to a village called 
Xanpum,' at, which are some heaps of bricks said to 
Jinvc been the residence of Bumhvwut*. Rather more 
Sui a mile from thence I came to the loft bank of the 
Duimr j i and proceeding up that liimk for about a q uarter 
, .1 ^ mile I crossed it. There is no stream, lmt water for 
irrigation may be had at this season, by digging a little 
way About mile* [further I I came to this river ogam 
and crossing it obliquely passed to my tents, througk 
the town of Hamuli situated among hnC mango grove*.

I 
ordered I Inrm liowcv.-r to proceed In the first jjhu’el went 
about linlf;; mile to the Jktimrji which i crossed* The 
cultivation rmiud Uajauli extend* a lit. He farther, Beyond 
this h n. stunted wood in which, about one mile from the 
lSanarji, l came opposite to the south end of a small 
bill consisting of immense 1 1 locks of granite, with small 
trees in the crevices. A low ridge of granite extends 
from thence across the Suknar ’a small mountain torrent 
now dr}, and placed a!mul hair a mile beyond the hill 
which is colled Loberi. Bust from tlie torrent I his 
ridgt* rh>'-* mt*i :i small peak. About 3 of amilebeyond 
this t errent £ came to a miserable Bajtwur rillnge, about 
a quarter of a mile beyond which 1 crossed the Kuri, 4 
a sandy channel now quitedry and about 20 yards wide. 
Iron] thence until I came opposite to the end of Kukditii, 
ft low bill, i bad woods with swelling ground of a sandy 
pwr soil for about 1$ miles. From 'thence for about 
}( milts was over swelling ground near the Kuri, hat 
lli^ soil gqi4 and dear. It is finely Blinded with largo 
kfuhunl trees, with n few others intermixed, and much of 
it among the trees is cultivated. The chief crops seem

In (lie evening I was visited by Obadut Singh 
Tlkayifcof Domnij 1 to whom all tin- culintry <m (Lisside 
<1 the Sitkiuur belongs. He calls liim>cli’ a Sucjnliuiigsi 
Bajpufe, and such i f his people an live pure are cali-tl 
Oliatwale. Tin*© who ad lie re to ! heir old impurity, and 
tut beef, pork, fowls and every other abomination, are 
called Bhungiyas. Ail towards Koruktkn cast and south 
is thinly inhabited by other Jibungiya chiefs botaljgiug 
to llamgar. The roads only jtenet ruble for people on 
foot.. Tim high-born chief is like au ordinary farmer. 
Intelligent but without education. lie has! lost Ids 
mis:, not in the wars of JIars. The people uf his 
village exceedingly alarmed at toy appearance, a very 
timid small ill-looking people. 

IGth December .—I went first to visit a mine or 
quarry of mica, and proceeded up the banks of the 
lb. lent, about three miles, which I crossed six times in 
a narrow valley, but in’Eome plnce^ cultivated by the 
people of Itclem. I then ascemh-ul a hill Tor perhaps 
150 f< at perpendicular height , when I Clime to the mine, 
which run-easterly and westerly along Hu* noi l hern 
face ef the hill, which is there called Uorpnyh 'l lte 
vein may extend 20U yards, but is Interrupted in the 
mb bile by a watercourse, to whirl i there is a consider- 
able descent from both the places that arc wrought. 
The Vi in ftceras to wind very irregularly among the 
rucks that form the matrix, and nowhere crimes i:o the 
Mirfa-v, little shafts and trenches arc made, and From 
flu* si; a its, small galleries are dim into the vein as faros 
the workmen venture to go, which seems In be n very 
little way owing to the danger of the roof falling in, 
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although the galleries are miserably narrow and low. 
This i> not attributed totheir want of skill but to the 
trmth of the Gods. A stone-cutter in my employ was 
into one of the shafts tu hriuij out a 
ul L hriiiirli a Brahman was goimr on withm.it rear, when 
a Moslem guide called out, Full off your shoes, will you 
profane the abode of the Gods! TJie shaft* are seldom 
uhove 0 feet deep, but some require a latter (ladder) of 
Hi nr 12 feel, but are not above 2 or 3 feet in diameter. 
The galleries are so narrow that much of the mica, 
which would be in large masses, is broken ui forcing 
it out. with crows. The lead being easily procured Urn 
mine should be regularly sunk from the surface and 
the vein Laid entirely bare, so that the pieces of mien 
might he taken out entire. All the workmen fled mi 
our approach, although they reside the whole year on 
the spot. I utider.stuud that one of them takes I hi; 
mine for a certain sum annually, works at it with The 
assistance of his companions as lit* pleases, and '-ells the 
mica to merchants. The quantity taken must be pretty 
considerable. 


The rock in the channel of the Belera at the fool 
of the lull is a granitcl consisting of a little white 
quarts and much black shining matter, in some places 
perhaps hornblende as it is light, 1 and in others 
probably micaceous iron cions it is very heavy/ and 
si-tan detached stones which I saw seemed to luivr; 
almost all the quart* and to have become an imu on** 1 
but I saw no rock of this kind. The granitei in some 
places i> n solid rock, in others it is granular mving 
to decay. It approaches very near to the mine, but 1 
saw it nowhere adjacent, and seems to form the 
basis of the hill while quarts the matrix of the mica 
occupies lhe higher portions. Many masses of the 
quartz, however, ami some of them containing mica 
are intermixed with those of the granite), but prol&hly 
they have fallen from the top. There is however

adjacent i& the mine in some places as well as 
lower down intermixed with tlie granite], rocks of 
granite in a kind of inter mediate state between the 
quart* * containing mien and Hie gmtiitd, for it is fine- 
grained and consists chiefly of white quartz intermixed 
with grains of the mica and Mack shining matter. 1 
The rock of quartz commonly adjacent to the coin 
of mica consists usually of white masses, alxml the 
size of u filbert, cotiglul inalcd ami partly glassy and 
diaphanous, partly white and opaque ami more or less 
intersected in various directions by plates of mica. On 
breaking one piece which was almost uniformly white 
ami opaque, i thought I could trace the transition 
from quartz to mica.* Thu surface of the fracture was 
smooth and glossy like a plate of mica, and for a little 
way in there was somewhat of a foliated structure. 
More or leas of tills foliated structure may in general he 
observed. The mica of Dornayi, although when 

split thin is is perfectly pellucid, in thick messes has 
always somewhat of a brownish* cast. Owing to the 
absence of the miners 1 could procure no largo mass, hut 
am told Hint such arc to hn hud, although most of the 
pieces free from routs are very small. 

Having examined the mine I returned to KajnulL 
Up the same valley ivaleml by tin-Belemturotkreeother

n hunt t hree coses from Dorp:iyi; hut the road is so 
difficult ttint I could nor have visited them without 
walking the whole way. I have since learned that there 
is another vein named Durborn, Imt the whole 

were carefully concealed and it washy in pro elm net 1 that 
1 found them, 1»y mean*. of a trader who has been 
tliroalcned for showing them. It was then protended 
that, they were all in (Jhatrw, hut this I found is false. 
They all belong to Jluniar Singh. 
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Tbo channel of the Belem in some places is quite 
dry, in others contains small stagnant pools, and in 
others a little clear stream. This is owing to various 
spring?, which nan a little way umi are then absorbed 
by the sand. 

In Hie evening I went, nbeftt 3{ miles nnrtb*Weat 
to AmaiyV to see jtu old fort mi itl to have bewn built by 
a Mngn Bajn, hut on coming to the place the people 
assured me that it had been the residence of n 11 11 :ajit 
Eai, zemindar of Jorra, who was u Rajput chief i< s- 
troyed by Knrngar Khun or his ancestors. There re¬ 
mains a long fpimirtnigular space elevated by means 
of broken bricks, which =:- said to have Ijl-cu u lor!, but 
it rather has been a castle perhaps 10U yards long by 
50 wide, and near it have been several smaller edifies 
of brick all nearly levelled with the ground, so that 
the place may bo of .great antiquity. There h no liill 
near Amaiya as Mr. Bonn ell lays down. 

17to December .—I went among the hills to visit 
other mines of mkn or A bank. My route lay along Urn 
Hunarjun which 1 crossed eight limes- Having crossed 
it twice i-rbrmt J ] miles nadir from Unjuuli, I came to a 
small pe.sk of I [true-grained granite west from mj route 
with another l , yondi: in that direction. The river 
hero, and where t crossed it next about half a min; 
beyond the little bills, is not quite dry aud may be 10b 
yards wide. Whore I crossed it next, half a roil'' 
farther, it contains a line little clear stream which con¬ 
tinues all Hie wny up. A rock of large*grained gnu die 
here in the flbttntiol, A quarter of a mile farther up 
I crossed it nyai ■ between tlm north endi of the 
hills, and Lumul a rock defying into vortical m,i— & 
running east, and w>$t., a line-grained aggregate,’ This 
I learned k a eont tnmd lon of the r- Doprbeea, as I 
sent there and prr cured specimens of t.he entire roc ■ 1 no- 
grained rr d felspar, white quart?, and black mica 1 
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Thb i*. thereforr probably the rook of the north cud 
jf Singra, 1 to which the mass in the Tim stretched. 
Another specimen from Dufbasa contained most quartz, 
a little red felspar, and little or no mica, forming a 
gran it el. 

Having proceeded milter less than four miles south 
from Rajnuli and crossed the river seven times, £ 
had passed ihe hill towards the east called Burb&simkh, 
I then tinned east and crossed h low ridge, round which 
the river takes n sweep to the south. beyond this ridge 
l crossed it again for the last linn* and proceeded east 
along ils loft Imnk to Dulmur/ a village of Ithunghiyas 
lie longing to Brijoumhuu Halm, a Glmtwal. 1 here 
crossed two small torrents coming from the south, 
through a long narrow vnllcy belonging t o this chief, 
and extending to Pnngch Bakini * ghat, I he boundary 
with Ramgar. Tliis pass is situated between two hills 
named Brahma Devahi and Gunde. This valley is 
hounded in the west hy a continuation of Sringarikh, 
and on the east hy a veiy extensive mass < -f low hills, 
which Is sejv?iiutcd from Durbusa Jtikh by n narrow 
valley watered by the Duunrjim. which there however 
i* called liy various names, and after coming from the 
oust through this valley for about four coses, turns 
south through the valley of Dumuhateh* in Chaim, 
bounded on the east by a great hill, Mimimaku, and 
on the west by this cluster of Dubaur. 

This village of Bubaur is about half a mile west 
from the hill, and I proceeded up the valley between the 
hill and the JHinAijmi about a mile, when I came to the 
first mine named Chirkumli, which is about south-aouth- 
west from the highest pent of Durii&arikh vailed 
Anyari. Immediately adjoining to a line rich level there 
rises a small peak of fine Fat quartz fl not above 10 
feet perpendicular, and joining to the souihcrn hilh by 
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a short ridge. Oh the summit of this js found the mica 
without any gangue except the quarts, nor lias this 
intermixed with it any portions of mica. The vein runs 
uortfi and sooth and lias l«en wrought entirely l«> 
shift. lmt lias it is && hoc a given up for t wo yean, 
although l set! appearance* ro indicate that it has been 
wrought very recently, although to a very suutH extent. 
Proto this quarry I went to another none named Ibmulur 
Clmya, about one mile gout logout iiTfad from the frinrn’r, 
with a considerable ascent the whole way .among the 
little hills, on the summit of one of the most consult'ruble 
among Which it is situated. All the rode ns I 
ascended, until near the sun unit, was exceedingly 
rotten I nil h a wchisk^o mica intermixed however with 
red grains, perhaps gurnets l . The specimens are i he 
most entire that could he procured. Towards the 
summit the hill becomes ijnartsB, in some place* pure 
white, in others glassy, sometimes without the 
least intermixture of mien, in others conta in jn .» snudl 
[dates uf ii. Eh© gwt|ue in some places is the pure 
ij|uurtz, in others liemitifiil, a while resplendent mutter 
like felspar such as yesterday J took for quartz passing 
to mica; tintl sometimes both this spar hid glassy 
quarts are intermixed. * In some parts the garivue 
Itus, intermixed with it, portions of mien, in others it is 
quite free. The mica itself is disposed in tables of 
various sizes, heaped together without order, as will 
appear from n specimen of sum 11 pieces taken from 
a mas* that riw?s almye the surface. h Deep in the 
veins, where the tables are large, they are heaped 
together in the same disorder and exactly resemble 
what i saw yestenbn This mine is wrought chiefly by 
trenches running north find south and now in some 
places 20 feet deem hut this seems inarch to have i-eeu 
owing to the vein having been origin:illy superficial, 
und to have Wen followed, just where pieces could 
lit; most easily had. No pains have been taken in 
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mmovt rohhUU, mi tint. Un* workmen descend into the 
.reach tiv ladders made of single bn ml wins, the branches 
serving a* steps, or by still worse eontrivaoces. The 
whole fled on our approach, nor could 1 jinjure one 
Bite piece ns the tallies are miserably broken bi taking 
out by the workmen. 

Hie only villus*- J saw wm* that of IhiLiur, 
; n habited by Bnngiyns who slimmed itir. li is n 
poor place, The valley in which it stands is not very 
tensive, but were it nil cultivated might produce 
a considerable revenue awl would lie exceedingly 
Ikpimtifol. The huts in prop nri inn U, (lie abundance 
of materials seem more mul umht wretched- I mu 
KajnuFi to I lie hill* might Iteeome n very valuable 
possessimt, o> ideiudum-e of water from the hills might 
he secured in reservoirs. Wind l have culled Uajuuli is 
property Saluliutgiiiij, 1 on the side of the river opposite 
to Uajaidi an iiisignilieftnt place, bo that Salubatgnuj is 
UHimllv railed by the name Kujuiili as Vidus a new 
place in its vicinity It i> u tolerable village, with a 
gofiti ninny, pelly traders and simps [and] besides Hu* 
Fakir's residence bus a Saugnt of the* follower* ol 
JNanuU, a large neat-looking place with a tiled roof 

19/A Jieaonbci '.—T went about eight miles, called 
three coses, to Akltfafpitr.* I first crossed the Dnnarjtm 
nt liajauU, and proceeded mostly through stunted wood# 
about t hree miles to Ihihadurpur,' where there is n ruin 
consisting of n ^mall mud fort that bus surroitbded some 
bnildimis of bricks. The walls of two of them are still in 
part stamina?, and they seem to have been small dwelling 
houses. Akliurpiir is a village occupying the left I Kink 
■ if the Kuri for about ludf n mile. The streets; are 
narrow, but some of I he bouses arc pretty huge and 
a few arc tiled. It contains many traders and, shops. 
The channel of the ivitri is small but contauis a fine 
limpid streara. 
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1SWA December.—A Trader of Akbtirpur who has 
loot; dealt with the hill people in louiiboos, mien, etc., 
and with whom 1 met at liclem, having there offered 
to shmv me the place where the people of iiebur procure 
rook crystal ilhntik), at a village named Luduya, : 
I went to see fir- mine, with which he suit! hr was 
perfectly acquainted, end in the evening lie had shown 
me two small hills about live or six miles from Akharpur 
as the place*, tin arriving at a small hill about four 
miles east from Akharpur 1 ascended it to have a view 
of the country and to sec a Dorguh, anil was highly 
delighted with the view, the valley hieing rich and the 
hills and woods highly picturesque. Tin- Dorgoh jt 
nothing. The bills consist id schistose mica, wl'iitc quart?, 
arid silver mien, miming south-west and north-east 
with ait inclination to north-nest. On desiring the 
trader to conduct me to the two little hills close by, 1 
wns a good deal surprised when lit* told mo that there was 
no crystal [and] that the place lie meant was about two 
cost s farther cast on tx Utile hill that could not be seen 
from Akharpur. I accordingly proceeded in i hat direction, 
A little less tlum three miles from the Dorgah I came ton 
number of line little streams, branches from a fine spring 
mimed Kokolot,* whicli are distributed through I he fields 
and lost. Here l met n Tikayet, owner of the neigliboiir* 
hood^fi good-looking young man. lie ran alter my pal- 
anijniu a|| the way I wont on bis estate, and no persua¬ 
sion would induce him to go home. On coming to hh 
boundary I met Ids neighbour, t he 'I linkur of Fatra,* who 
acted in the same manner. On coming to his village, 
about a mile beyond the KokoJot, the trader halted and 
declared that lie know no fnrther, find had purchased the 
crystal there. Some of the Thakur’s people said the place 
Viav eight coses, others two cotes distant. On threatening 
the trader for haring given me so much useless trouble 
*ad expen se, lie agreed w ith those wlio said that t he place

was two cosea distant;, and undertook to show it. On om 
way we were still followed by the Thakur, and lumng 
advanced through woods for afmiit I£ miles we came to 
a small clear stream called the Dighar, which [ he? asserted 
was his boundary with Sa%umt* * of llamgar, which I be¬ 
lieve is not true. We then went rather more than two 
miles through tv thick wood to the foot of Maimhluir hill, 
where a fine clear stream, tin* Matigimi, comes from it 
through a narrow ravine. This rivulet is the finest torrent 
that I have sr-m in these parts, containing more water mid 
that clearer than any yet observed. On its east side, just 
clear of iho hills, I was shown some Imro still soil on the 
surface of which were lying small bits of quartz, some of 
them pellucid and glassy, and some crystallized, and 
among thorn some opaque pebbles somewhat like those 
found in r he Kaj mu hoi hills. The people endeavoured 
to persuade me that this is the only place from w hence 
the workmen of Bihar are supplied. Imt this being absurd 
the trader confessed that he had been terrified hv lfie 
thrents of the owners and traders. He then said that the 
quarry was two coses farther, hut sometimes alleged tJmt 
it was on the south and sometime on the north of 
Malmliur; so fclrnt it.appeared evident to m<-that he would 
not Bhow me tiie place, ami X sent people to search the 
hilts which he had first pointed out;. 

The rock iti the channel of the Hungnm, just within 
the hills, is decaying in vertical layers running east and 
west of an aggregate of quartz, rod, white and glassy, 
and consisting of fine grains with somewhat of a schistose 
struct lire. 4 The fragment- that have rolled from the 
summit are similar in their material;-, hut the grains are 
larger and their structure solid." 

Having returned to Akbnrpurhj the same wny 1 went 
to Nawadeii-’' AUiut 1] miles north from Akbarpur 
I eaine to t he east end of a low narrow ridge of fat 
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quartos, canairtiiig of large groins and mixed 

with black dots.' This ridge is cnlled the lull of Serpur/ 
On the opposite ride of the Khuri I had on my right a 
lone ridge called Kulana 1 and south frotii its west end a 
rocky heap called Ubnbni 1 Prom this hill to the fvnri 
opposite to Nnwmleh is about miles. By the way I 
pissed an old mud fori now ruiuon*.’ which Ivfilonged to 
Kiiindar Kkiti. Near if a small pent mosque. By the 
wiiy Ilw, under a tree at a village named K.-irlm," T 
some broken imngf*. One is lliat of n RmUlh in the 
usual posture. which ha>- been new-named and is 
worshipped by the vicinity- Such T am told an very 
common all through the division, and tin* images arc 
"fipptticd to have been brought from Knjagrihh l or 
above a mile, by I he side of a ennui for w atering t he 
district, wan a narrow space on which fcodn effloresces, 
and it i> the most extensive of any tint J have yet seen. 
It is carefully scraped, so soon ttH it efUoresn^, by tUttW 
who make glass and by the washermen. 

The people that I sent to look for the crystal on the 
two hills near Bodnya, although they had seen iliot the 
Mimtinbr would not show the place, immediately on my 
leaving them applied to these very men, who look them 
ahiml two coses farther among the hills, from whence 
they brought some small fragments such as 1 had siH‘n.

The temple occupies the centre, 
a small squaw? tetVOW, and is a uea< hut ineonaider- 
aUc hnilding ttovercd with one dome. A rood in very 
had ropnir with a very rude bridge of I rick lead into it. 
The [duple is in very good repair, so that if built 100 
years ago as said, it must have tieen Severn] times 
repaired. It contains two stones, nmeh carved and 
perhttpfl old, n* one is defaced. On the top of each are 
resend dances of the human feet surrounded by short 
inscriptions. There is not the smallest t nice or any ruin 
in the vicinity of the tank to induce one to suppose that 
■it had been formerly a place sacred to Hit- worship ”1 
the Jain; to which they were allowed to return when the 
Muhninmadftu conquerors looked ou all flmdtts with 
equal con tempt and favour. Neither i- I here a single 
Join near the place. Why it. has therefore been selected 
I cannot say. Perhaps the tank is old, mid the Jain 
know from their Iwioks that the stones, the old object of 
their worship, were contained in the island. Its vicinity 
is waste and covered with bushes. N'uwadch is a small 
market village, very poor. 

2ith December . — ►Although the Dnrngn pretended 
that ri predecessor in office had actually measured the 
whole roads, In the district, I found that no two persons 
agreed concerning the distance of the places that were 
proposed for this day’s stage. Tetari* was livid upon m an 
easy march of live coses, but it is Home what more than 
15 miles.

Narawtd te a ^ infill village belonging to IHsuinber 
Singh, cousin irermim of Jhifrjll. HB ngeiils sty Unit 
■iut il lately (he country found had been Wiat* lor some 
hundred years, and Hint Numoat was the residence of a 
Sol Llnjnb, who lived in t he i'vitnyog and is celebrated 
in legend. Then? are several heaps of brick near the 
place, bill of very little elevation. Whether this is to be 
attributed lo i-\treioo utiliijiiity, or to die buildings 
having been originally inconsiderable, 1 cannot sjiv. 
M.my iniigiH, in general much defaced, are scattered 
about f iiese heaps, and several pillars of granite, very 
note and resembling those on iririyak ftthar, fire 
projecting from the nuns or lying above them.

None of this substance in ji perfect state has been yet 
discovered here, About a quarter of a mile farther 
on, is stall another small hummock on which Khori* 
was formerly ting, hut the vein has been csJmusted.

IS//, January — I went to [injiigrikO,* said to bo 
distant six coses. I nit my guide attempted to take me hy 
n passage iiutw oeu the transverse range and the great 
hill*, which being impracticable after having advanced 
two miles, l was obliged to return, and then to proceed by 
Dukrighnt almost two miles from where I turned. Dukri- 
ghut posses over a comer of a largo mass of hills, which 
may la considered us a continuation or as the principal 
jjfirt of the ! nnge of Uimnnocks containing Khori, ana it 
tills op the space between the great quartsoze range of 
Knjugrilm and the granite range of detached peaks that 
extends cast from PtmilbnU, nr rather from Kura bur. 
The granite " on the eastern most of these peaks 7 is 
very perfect and small-grained, white felspar and 
quartz and black mica. Dakrighai itself consists of an 
exceeding tough i turn stone, ui’ different thin layers 
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of various shadow of grey and of very fine grain, 1 ft 
reftpmhles the stone of the hilj of Sareri except in not 
ijdng iron-shot.

Tht fijrt attributed l>y tradition to Sheer SI mb 
occupies the south-ww ember of the id iovc for aliouf 6i)0 
yardk square.

much 'strengthened. Their surface is everywhere cover* 
ed with bricks, which perhaps have proceeded Lroiu 
a parapet <>r r lint material, hut no f inees of it remain 
except these fragment*. Those however are nuitr 
superficial, ami the moss of the rampart, nln>vi< 00 feet 
wide and 30 high, consists of earth. Where gaps have 
hmi formed in the ramjwirt, a now one has been built 
np entirely id large rude blocks of stone from the 
adjacent bills. I’bi- rampart is about 16 feet wide, 
and exceedingly broken down. All along the old 
earthen nun part it would appear that there has been 
laid a platform of tk*o stones some feet high, which 
probably served for the foundation of the brick parapet, 
and this has been strengthened at short distances by 
semi-circular projections constructed of stone. The 
eastern anil northern luces hove lent no ditch, nnd the 
eastern one hits cOUBtttod entirely of rude masses of 
stone, with many semi-circular projection* and about 
18 feet thick.

The same person 
built Bamsong, and wot* contemporary wit h 11abavin*, 
lie lived long after J&msimdha, who they think 
lived at Ayudiyu. lie lived years ago. Seuok s 

father and grandfather, tTpii&enok and Mftliasenok, 
possessed the country. He was Nath hongs. Tim first 
family „f kiln's was Akwak bongs, of whom was 
Rikul. Deo of Ayudiyu, SoJn bongs of Hustimipuri. 
Srinngs was one of these. An account of these families 
is contained in thellori Bongs, Padmn Purari, Adnpura; 
hooks belonging to the sect. Jam fcJandhu was of the 
J udobonge uml a Jain, as were also Rama and Krishna 
and Siva. They know nothing of the Buddlis. They 
claim Hie whole images, Siva,Ganeue, Surjo, etc.,andall 
the hot springs, w hich they call by the same names with, 
the Brahmans, 'they say that, their images are known 
by both hands heilig .joined oil their lap, hut, on the same 
stone here [ find images with their hands in all positions. 
They know' nothing of llangsapurh They say that 
some Beruyaks arc Brahmans, some Ksiiatrk, some 
Vaisiyas, no SutLru* admitted, hut any nmn may become 
a Seruyak.

their htimls ovnrtheir fence. This shows that notbiag 
from the injsition oi ike bauds tan lie determined 
concerning the sect lo which the image*, belonged. 
’Ibe Sercwab indeed said that, those images with both 
hands in the lap represented (tods and the other men, 
but the position of the various figures does not favour 
this opinion. 

Sonic way up this torrent, a i a place called 
Soriswuti in the pottage hotween the two northern hills 
of the great i-augo, is a new ghat on each suit: of the 
torrent Hire i>u very dirty jhkiI in the torrent, which 
u- ixmsidim] ludy both by Join and Astik. Imme¬ 
diately above rJiisghat, on the lower part of the hill to 
the west of the river, is a collection of various springs 
and buildings, none of them old and sumo of them 
<pjii* reueut. The most cekbmted is Brahma kuud, a 
square cistern very deep and built partly of otouo, 


partly of bricks. The water is col lock'd in a pool at 
the bottom, anil t In- thermometer in i bis stood at lOU", 
belli" at fi2 r In the air when shaded 1 . An image of 
Gnnesa is built into the wall. Below Bmhmaitund 
towards the east is a terrace for thu accommodation-of 
roli^iotis mendicant* n the Meta, on its *ontli end is a 
small temple of Yarn ha with two Xaairns somewhat 
different from those at Baragang. Batow the rorraec 
is a square reservoir ofbriek, contain imr ttvo sacred 
springs 1 which issue from an equal number of 
spouts outdo of stone, and the water ufi il falls is 
allowed to run off no I Imt it is perfectly clean, limpid, 
mid tasteless. Where collected in bunds in which the 
people bathe, it is abominable. The first spring named 
Panch&non has stopped. In the mtolhI, named Kari, 
the thermometer stood at 10??“. In the third, culled Uy 
some Pun chan od tmt by others Laugai because the Jain 
women wash there naked, the thermometer is 10I", in 
tile fourth, called I’fltiehauod, the thermometer [is] 04". 
The fifth, called Gnu in uk hi, has stopped. In lliu 
reservoir b tying an image of Surjo, 

Immediately south from Bmlnnakund and west 
from the lo tuple of Vamha is a small. temple of Siva, 
and extending the whole length of thi> temple and of 
Brahmakund, on t.botr west side, in a long narrow 
reservoir built of brick, containing seven holy springs 
which issue from atone 'pouts, and' the water is allowed 
re run off as it i^ues, except; tint! as usual part is 
allowed bn collect, in puddles filled with frogs and other 
vermin ami overwhelmed wit h weeds and rubbish. The 
first spring in this* reservoir is named Gauta.ni, and 
its beat is lOtf. The second named Baraduyar is of the 
name heat. Viewtunitra, ike third, raised the thermo¬ 
meter to 110*. Jumdngani, the fourth, raised it to

Immediately south from theuoe U another spring* 
nearly as fine, and muiiod Unvkuudah In the reservoir 
are lying some images. A flauri Sankar. A male and 
female m a riding, both called Devi. Two such as lire 
usually called Vasildevo, Witt large ears ns usual. In 
one side 1 1 the reservoir is a dark hovel culled a temple 
of Kiunnkidin, hot it contains no imago. All these images 
except such as are objects of worship lire said to ha’- o 
been brought from the hill above, and the same ha* 
probably beou tho case with those which are worshipped* 
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■t' they are in flip s'irne style and all resemble (hose at 
Riiddh Gyuaud Earagiin:;. The whole mater from nil 
these springs unites at tin* bottom of the hill, and forint 
a stream rat her larger tlmn that of Sil&kimcl 1 - 

Ailvmunug a little farther up the river on the «ttnt 
side with BraiurmktLnd is a Fine little spring of dear 
water issuing from a small square cistern cut in the 
roek. ft is on lied Vanur Vaniiri. from a monkey and 
hi* «ife having been immediately translated to heaven 
from i'■(thing in U. \ little farther up, I lie rivulet divides 
inl<i two brandies, and in the fork is w small conical 
mound d eart h and stones- On it is n small modem 
temple, bht the traces "f one more ancient and some* 
what larger are observe I de. The si?,e of the mound could 
never liftvo ail milted a large one. The image is broken 
and is curved on ;i small stone, Ji represents one of 
the most hideous forms of t1n< destructive power that I 
have seen, with three lusvda andolgbt hands, dressed in 
armour and liolding in its bauds tun serpent*, various 
impluraonts of destruction, and a human head. It seem* 
to me dearly n male, and is probably the same deity with 
the chief figure in file eaves of Elephanta, although that 
represents only the head and shoulders and this represents 
i he whole body. By the attendant Brahmans it is con¬ 
sidered as n female, and called Jnrndcvi, and to its worship 
it is supposed tlmt .TnrusnndliA owed all his power. 

Beyond this isn considerable plain sm-ruinidwl by 
five hills held sacred by the Jain, but neglected by the 
Brahmans- This pin in with the adjacent hills is called

I 1 consists of five 
bends, in h 11 1,200 cubits long, with a roundish rating 
place ul each turn, and is four cubits wide. The 
people 1 sent to measure it could trace it no farther, but 
they might lose it by a very short interruption, as the 
hill is covered in ninny places with thick reeds.' They 
siyiv Tio Images nor traces of buildings. 

A road lead* through the lulls, towards the south 
it'> well nn to I ho north, and there is h narrow passage 
towards ihc valley between the twortdgee, On all other 
sides are rugged hills. Tiie situation is exceedingly 
strong and in that respect well lifted for a city, aatl the 
extent is considerable, three coses by one, but would no 
doubt be exceedingly unhealthy. The situation however 
is very grand, and well adapted for occasional visits or 
for inspiring religious awe, and accordingly the three 
green Hindu sect* have all chosen it ns n favourite 
residence and claim it as 1 heir own. The Buddhists of 
Avn came to it, directed by their hooks, and considered 
Bajagrlho as the residence of Jarasandloi, one of the 
most religious princes of their lent. 

In i hr south side of the bill by which the central 
plain is Uuiuded on the north and west, has been dug 
a cave called Soitbimdar. The door is small, but there 
is also ;i window, which occasions a circulation of air 
and gives a light mi known in the dismal caves of 
Blirabur, The materials here however arc vastly in* 
tenor, a* the rock is everywhere intersected by Assures, 
so tliui Home parts have fallen down, and it admits 
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water which has stained the walls with a red ferru¬ 
ginous crust. Thestimeis an imperfect Khori'. vane- 
gated red and STtoj" in veins lay ers, and blotches, and 
if- evidently the rude jasper oi the hills, similarly 
marked. passim? into on indurated clay, ibis cave is 
culled Sonhmidrir, and is on object of worship with the 
Jain, In ib middle is left a small kind of iiuodrangulor 
pyrumidieal %utc, on each side of which is carved an 
erect man with two arms. The chief figure is the snine 
on nil the four sides, hut on each he i* accompanied 
bv different cmhLome. On the wall is a short msenp- 
lion in o strange character. It probably merely contains 
the name of some pilgrim. 

On the east side or the rivulet also there are 
sundry places of worship common to all sects. ^ At 
the weiti vial of the uortlieni hill is a chi^fcr m| springs 
and small temples, similar to those opposite, and 
surrounding Surjokundo. 1 r lhis is a small reservoir 
in which the water is collected ii^ a pooh and docs 
not full from n spout, so that it is 1 easily dirty and 
swarms with frogs. Its heat is 1QJ . An ttup of 
Suvjft somewhat different from that at K«im Tirtlm ts 
built into the wall, and near it a flat male figure w it h 
two arms, and out: leg hanging over the throne* II is 
surrounded U\ an InstriptiOli- His figure is in several 
Other places tnfrrmiied with IhuldJis, and seems to me 
to m.re^ur 1 he cook of Gautama that I have seen in 
A™.

enjoy lug divine favour. 

Wes! from that Is a small ruined miitli, with a 
stone containing two feet, and a short inscription in 
relief, which is not common. The Brahman* call it 
t.hc Fwt of Dotofcroya, one of the 21, Avatars of Vishnu, 
but from the inscription it evidently belongs to the 
Jain, an it commences with the character called Bala* 
ininda. v hk'h the Jain prefix us the Astik do the name 
of Ganesu. 

South from Surjakund arc two temples of Siva 
with out- of Tulasi between IhiHfi. Ou> of them is called 
flaJfikeswar. Hero arc sevenil old images. A pedestal 
like t hose already mentioned, containing a Ihiddk sit* 
ting above a man standing.

No ro*wl lias been made to the pb 
which i« a platform built against the sloping side rd r hr 
bill* ‘>f large rude blocks «d jasper from the adjacent 
roek. Its upper surface is 7t>.J feet by 121 and iis 
perpendicular height ;.T the higher corner is 27* foot. 
l)iere is nothing about it to indicate its real era, except 
i bat tlm stones having Igjen altered by the action of the air 
fuT about an lucli have probably been quarried at tt vo r>' 
remote period. lr is very possible that when Jarusandho 
Uoiii policy or a we I wit bed in these sucrcii pools he iniiy 
buve sal on such a place, and may there have received 
present s from bis courtiers as is usual ou such occasions.

There is n good deni of difficulty in ascertaining the 
boundaries ol Patna. To exclude whut is without thu 
walls would reduce its dimensions to ft trifle, w hile the 
Miburbs are I mill, in it very straggling ill-defined manner. 
1 find it most suitable for my purpose to include in this 
section the whole of (hat. part of Patna Pevgun&li,or 
Havel! Aaimai id that is under the jurisdiction of n 
Kotwal And 15 DurogaU*. wlto are appointed to superin- 
Iend the police of the lfi ward" (ilahtiiltth), into which 
the ahoviMorint join'd extent i- divided, bach ward 
include part of "he i,own, iud several of them also 
inrhuh* an adjacent part of I he country, consisting 
chiefly however cl garden land with some low marshy 
ground that intervenes. The city of Patna, token in 
tJiis sense, includes the suburbs of Bakipur and .latfcr 
Khan's garden, an extent nearly of nine miles along the 
bank of the Gauges. Tin* width from the hunk of the 
lranges is on an, average alumt two mile*, hut some par! 
of the channel of the Ganges, and of the islands opposite 
to the city, must, bo nl*o com>ideml ns txdongiiig to this 
jurisdiction, so that on the whole l shall allow it an 
extent, of 2fl sijiitu'e mites, If must however he observed 
that among the natives the (tft'dtwtcah or extent ol the 
city of Patna is usually said to reach along the hank of 
the Ganges from Sherpur to BaikunHmjmr, about eleven 
miles farther west stud nine mile* farther east than the 
boundaries w hich I have assigned. 
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A plan made by a native assistant Trill tsbow the 
subdivisions and explain, iny meaning. Thu city within 
the walls is rather more than a mile anti a half from 
east to west (as may he seen by the plan in the Bengal 
Atlas, No. 15), extends three't[liartere ol' a mile north 
and south, and U exceeding] > closely built. Many of 
the houses an* built of brick, more however are built of 
mud with tiled roofs, but very Tew are thatched. To 
outward view they arc exceedingly unsightly mid slovenly, 
and are rendered peculiarly mean by the lower story 
toward* llu: street, in even (he best uj them, bring lei 
for siio|e to low tradesmen or even to artificers, who are 
very cn * U ".

C erson, so far .ns J saw. that h^s a count ry house, and 
tiLh the buildings and garden are neat., and of a respect¬ 
able size; but* J believe, are used very rarely and ! h; si 
only on festivals and entertainments, and his family 
constantly reside in the toWu. This predilection fur 
the city would Ire luml to ttipbin, as it is difficult to 
imagine u more disgusting place. There is one sttreol 
tolerably wide that runs front fchu eastern to the western 
gate, but it is by no means straight nor regularly built. 
Every other [lassagi- Is narrow, crooked, and irregular. 
The great street, when if breaks into doughs, is occa¬ 
sionally repaired with earth thrown in by the convicts, 
the others are left to nature by I he jtoliee, and the 
neighbours nru Loo discordant to think of uniting to 
perform tiny work. Paving, cleaning, and lighting, con¬ 
sidered stt essential iu every European town in such 
circuiasiaucfis, are totally out of the question. In the 
heat:, of -priug the dust h beyond credibility, and in

which however it is contrived to dratr the little one-

b in Lius town a considerable pond or lake, which, ns it 
dries up, becomes exceedingly' dirty, mid in spring h 
offensive. 

East fruiti the city is a very great suburb, the chief 
part in which, called Marti fgauj, is situated between the 
eastern gate and the river, mid is the principal market.

lined With hot els of nil kinds, mostly, however, having

however, as said above, u large house; Ruju Kdlyan 
Singha, last native governor of Behar, has two or 
i breo houses, which, from the caprice of enormous 
weall h, are now empty ; and Raja Mitrajit, of Tikari. 
ha> built a house, where he occasionally resides* This 
part of flic town seems lo have risen in consequence 
of the European settlement, and the houses of tin 
Europeans aw scattered through it, i hiefly along the 
bank of the river; while, no precautions having been 
taken, their dependents have huddled along the great 
road, aud formed lanes and crooked passages between 
h and the gentlemen's premises, so that the access lo 
several of these bar, become exceedingly disagreeable.

Still, however, the appearance of the town From thews, 
especially in thu dry Benson, is very sorry, the pre¬ 
dominant feature befog an irregular high steep bunk 
of clay without herbage, and covered with all manner 
of impurities, for it vs a favourite retreat of the 
votaries of Cloadna, accompanied by the &wine and curs 
that devour the offerings. 

Major fiennell lins given in the Bengal Atlas a 
plan of the poor fortifications by which the city of 
Pain a is surrounded; and, as ever since his surrey they 
have been totally neglected, their condition is now to 
th e last degree wretched. A very little pains would, 
however, fender them a security against predatory 
horse, and would enable them to preserve the effects of 
all the vicinity from *ueb a force* which in the present 
reduced >1 at < nfthe native priucm- b now more likely 
to be employed than any other/ I have little doubt
